It is claimed thai the line from Aid 
more to Hryu Mawr on Montgomery 
Avenue is a menace to safely and :s 
not wanted by the residents. Tin Hryn 
Mawr Home News, which has adci'cd 
the voice of its columns to the opposi- 
tion in the western end of the route 
lust week carried the following article, 
which expresses the folding of ninny of 
its readers: 

Are Running Empty 

"The busses are running on Mont- 
gomery Avenue as far west as Morris 
Avenue. Hryn Mawr, but we are in- 
formed by residents along the avenue 
from Ardmore to Hryn Mawr that Diey 
seldom mm' any passengers in the busses 
between these poiirts. 

The proprietor of the Bus Company, 
Mr. Murium, was reiprested not to run 
the bysses w est of Anderson Avenue, 
Ardmore, until the matter had been 
adjusted satisfactorily to the residents 
of this section, but he has evidently 
been advised to run to Hryn Mawr 
until action is taken to have him stop- 
pod. 

He has no doubt learned from the 
ii title patronage that the busses have 
leccived in Bryn Mawr and llaverford 
thai the claim of the residents that 
there was no necessity for this service 
was well founded. If the people do 
not ride in the busses the question is, 
how long will he continue to run theni 
where they are not. desired, and only 
prove to be an additional danger to 
traffic on Montgomery avenuef" 

There is little or no opposition in 
Xartberth, however, to the new route. 
It has been a convenience to many 
who wiish to go to Ardmore from the 
Northern end of town, buit, as ex- 
pressed in the above article, is not 
much patronized west of Ardmore. 

The Narberth School Board has com- 
pleted: arrange-inents with Vincent 
Mariani, the proprietor, to have the 
Narberth High School pupils transport 
f-d to Ixiwer Merion in the busses. He 
will pick them up at vantage points, 
in time to get them to the School be- 
fore sessions commence. Detinils will 
be published in these columns at a 
later date .

Vet if a city desires to be 
known as a good all around residential 
town, it ought to maintain such insti- 
luitions as schools, churches, fraternal 
societies, dubs, etc., in ample shape, 
and if it does so it has a tremendous 
('.rawing card to attract new residents.

District attorneys in counties where 
the Pennsylvania and the Federal He 
part men ts cf Agriculture have estab- 
lished quarantine's against the .Japan- 
ese beetle were recently requested by 
Attorney General George W. Wxiodrufl 
to give every possible aid to tine gov- 
irument authorities in the enforcement 
of the regulations. 

Prompt prosecurtion of quarantine 
violators was especially urged in the 
Attorney General's letter which w'as 
as follows: 

"We have a very subtle public en 
emy, known as the Japanese battle, -for 
1 he reason that it was introduced from 
Japan in roots of iris plants a very few 
years ago. This bettlc is endangering 
vegetation of practically all kinde and 
in that way not only the prosperity of 
our farmeis**arid The ^ea(Vry*~of o'ur 
parks and gardens, but naturally, the 
very life of our people. The feeling 
about this danger is not one of hy- 
steria. It is a menace which all that 
know about it feel must be coin hated 
early and vigorously if wo want 1o pre- 
vent the spread of the danger. 

"The Legislature recognized this 
danger and passed a law, which when 
printed will be Act. No. 408, giving 
power to the Secretary of Agriculture 
'd declare quarantines and making it 
■i criminal off ens*' to disobey his rules 
n that respect. The farmers are 

alarmed art the prospects of the rapid 
iprend of this menace. Cities and 

wus have reason to be alarmed also, 
i e-ca'use the bettlc attacks all forms 
• t" vegetation, including trees and 
shrubbery. 

"Therefore, the purpose of this let- 
'er is ' to call your attention, as the 
prosecuting officer of your county, to 
Hie vital importance of everybody co- 
peratiug in carrying out the- efforts of 
the Department of Agriculture to stop 
the spread of the Japanese bet-tie. You, 
as District Attorney. 1 am sure, will tic 
rilling, therefore, to he.'p in this work, 
did I am asking whether I cannot safe- 
ly tell the Secretary of Agriculture that 
if through the activities of his employe 
i « and representatives it is found neci's 
t-nry to take legal steps under the peiinl 
provisions of the inclosed law, you will 
lend the assistance <:f your office in 
every wn.y possible, including prompt 
prosecutions when proper evidence has 
been made available to you."

Street pnvling wa« again the Jiig 
topic at the regular meeting of Bor- 
•UKh Council last Monday -night. A 
new petition was presented, this time 
from residents of Woodbine Avenne. 
from lona In Montgomery. These 

property owners ask that the Borough 
t:ike up the paving of that streteh, as- 
sessing the lost against aluitting prop- 
erties. 

This is 'the fourth petition now in 
the hands of Council. The first of 

those, coni-oniing Conway, Stuart and 
1'rice Avenues, has been under way for 
considerable period of time. The 

work is ready to proeeed as soon as the 
financing is completed. 

Petitions are also on file from resi- 
dents of upper Forest, and Woodbine, 
from Kssex to Narberth. This work 
will also go ahead wtith the other. 

The third petition under considera- 
tion arises from Sabine Avenue, be- 
tween Essex and Narberth. This in 
volves rthe streteh of road in front of 
the School buildings. There has been 
agitation for a long While to have this 
street pared, but action has been ddffir 
cnlt, because a bond issue, to pay for 
the half owned' by the School Board, 
will be necessary. Council is consider- 
ing the best course to pursue in this 
r;atter. I/t is probably too late to get. 
the preliminary work done in time for 
a vote at the general election in Nov 
ember, and a special election may be 
necessary. 

The new petition will he treated in 
the same manner as the first two, and 
the completion of the plans for financ- 
ing will permit this work to be u mler 
taken, thus removing several of the 
Borough's worst patches of road. 

Fears for Safety 

BeBidents of Essex Avenue, at the 
foot of the hill, have expressed to 
Council and Burgess Metzget their 
fears 'for the safety of school children 
1< eaus™ of the fact that the two lines 
of ibufses now < ross in that part of 
Essex Avenue. The danger of the 
heavy vehicles travelling 'in both direc- 
tions has Ibeen felt by a number of 
residents, and requests have hcen made, 
either for a re-routing, or a change o-: 
schedule to lessen the danger. 

Mr. Wentz, chairman of the Commit 
toe on Highways and .Sewers, reporte. 
that the Narberth Avenue bridge had 
been repaired. The work was -'delayed, 
by th© railroad because of repairs nri 
ing from the wreck at Villa Nova, but 
was undertaken the first of the month. 
The approaches have been fixed, and a 
new plank floor laid. In addition to 
those changes, now structural parts 
were placed! dn the bridge, nn'd it is now 
in a safe condition, and comfortable 
for occupants of autos who were form 
erly bounced' about by the rotten 
planks. 

On Wednesday night of this week 
pearly a score of builders, architects, 
iHRsons, . .pKirniberS,'' etc., assembled in 
Council chamber tfl review and discuss 
the proposed new building law. Tine 
ordinance was taken up section hy sec 
tion, and 'criticized by . those present. 
The law, written by Mr. Hal), after an 
intensive study of numerous • other 
codes, was introduced and passed $rst 
reading at Monday's mooting;. It 'Will 
be presented for second- and final read- 
ing next month, to go in effect on the 
first of October.

Regulations Covering Disposition 
Garbage, Trash and Ashes 

GARBAGE— The item garbage as 
used in this notice shall mean animal 
or vegetable refuse, offal, and kitchen 
waste. 

TRASH — Trash is defined' to mean 
household waste, such as paper, rags, 
cardlfoard Imixcs, old bottles, broken 
crockery, tin cans, worn out furniture, 
tree and hedge trimmings, lawn clip- 
pings iind all waste that accumulates 
around dwellings. It does not include 
waste from building operations and re- 
pairs, sueji as lime, bricks, plaster, 
stone, broken ee.ment and lumber. 

A'SHIRS — Ashes mean t-lis residue left 
from fires in heaters, ranges and stoves. 
Receptacles 

GARBAGE— The receptacles for gar- 
bage shall bo tirade of galvanised iron 
or other riictal. They shall be water- 
tight, with suitable handles and tight 
fitting covers. Any metal receptacles, 
other than galvanized iron, must be 
approved by the Board of Health. 

TRASH — The receptacles for trash 
shall be ibarfels,. or boxes of no greater 
capacity than a sugar barrel. 

ASHES — The receptacles for asTveis, 
shall be metal containers of a size that 
can be handled by. one man. 
Collections 

GARBAGE — During the months of 
.Tune, July, August and Septcmlber there 
shall be three collections a week; othe 
months twice a week.
